Kinichl Asano, Federation 
President, told newsmen that 
Mr Yoshida's declaration must 
have stemmed from the con- 
sideration of Japan's necessity 
lo pay reparations resulling 
from the war. 


Asano continued, ‘Regardless 
of whether we do have any Gov- 
ernment aid or not, we must 
rend the best team possible to 
the Olympic Games. We intend 
to continue with our funds rais~ 
ing campaign.”—United Press.

“When the Reds came to ny 
oistiict, (hey proclaimed a ten

“Pho "Liberators’ were — all 
Northerners, who couldn't speak 
the Jocu) dialect for sometime 
after they arnved and had to 
depend on interpreters for every- 
Vb bray. Because they had been 
led to believe they would ge:

comed these Reds. When the 
‘getting ‘in’ weeks had passed, we 
asad action Their first move 
was to pick up the district's rica 
men, abd cae of these was 
paroenlarly well-known He 
was a wealthy landlord but had 
eared his money honestly and 
done much good in the — com- 
munity, ‘They put a tax of 609 
Tamm on his—«wne  tamm being 
worth £100--or he could forfeit 
250 tons of rice and twenty guns 
ta buy his release from gaol He 
had te pay vp. 

“What happened there later } 
didn't know fest hand, for T was 
moved ty another district.

INVESTIGATION 

‘An investigation was carried

“There being very Httle we 
could do to pass time, we used 
|to play a sort of baseball in the 
ficld outside the , mission. and 
some of the kids joined in. One 
day, along came the Village's 
No. 2 policeman, who came out 
with the amazing statement “We 
hear you are the head of the Boy 
Scouts Movement here...." and 
ther the usual questions “How 
many guns, binoculars, radio sels 
have you?” 

“A month passed and things 
were lightened un again. Already 
you had to have a pass to go into 
the country, and report every 
time you left the town. They 
didn't like issuing passes either, 
and always checked up after- 
wards as to what you had done. 
said, and whom you had seen 
Little children perhaps tending 
an ox or playing at the side of 
the road were trained to watch 
and report everything that went 
fon But now ome couldn't move 
at all without a pass. Soldiers 
were stationed at every village 
along the road inspecting the 
already well searched bags of the 
travellers, and confiscating any- 
thing they thought ‘suspicious.’

transit visa. He is further 
charged with giving $200, ao a 
reward to Sub-Insp Davis, on 
August 10 for permitting the 
entry into the Colony of a 
Chinese woman, Rameon 
Maniseia Leeque, ‘without a 
required entry or transit visa. 


Originally there were four 
charges of corruption and one 
of conspiracy, ut thls morn- 
ing Chief Del-Insp C, Dow- 
man, for the prosecution, 
produced the written consent 
of the Attomey General to 
proceed on only two corruption 
charges and conspiracy. 


. The Magistrate queried — the 
wording of the conspiracy 
count, namely, conspiring with 
persons unknown, 


Insp Dowman said that they 
were persons not known, to the 
Police or it could be conspiracy 
with petsons not in custody. 

Mr Silva remarked that the 
thing that struck him when he 
looked at the charge was that 
it appeared to him that ap- 
parently the prosecution’s case 
was that there must be some 
other persons connected with 
the accused. 

The Magistrate decided to 
proceed on the two corruption 
charges summarily. 

Insp Dowman stated that 
evidence would be given of 
other ogcastons on which it was 
alleged the accused passed over 
money, 

CASE STATED 


Outlining the case, Insp Dow- 
man said that in April this 
year, Sub-Insp Davis was placed 
iu charge of the Immigration 
Office at Kai Tak and at that 
time the accused was already 
working there. Every Police 
officer engaged in this work 
was issued with an individual 
chop. Davis’s number was 1 
and the accused's 41.
